The agricultural department of th 
government is seeking to assist a 
never before to make farming an eff 
cient business, of wide cooperative si 
fort, in quick touch with the market: 
for foodstuffs. 
The farmers and th 
government will henceforth work to 
gather as real partners in this fielc 
where we now begin to see our wa: 
very clearly and where many intell:

execution. The treasury of the Unite 
States has. by a timely and well, con 
sidered distribution of its deposits 
facilitated the moving of the croos i:

W 
lag behind many .other great conn-trio 
of the modern world in attempting f 
do this. Systems of rural credit hav 
been studied and developed on th 
other side of the water while we lei' 
our farmers to shift for themselye 
in the ordinary money 'market.

rural district to sen the result,

handicap and embarrassment whicl 
have been put upon 
those who pro 


tlucte our food. 
Conscious of this backwardness am 
neglect on our part, the congress-re 
ceritly authorixed the creation of ; 
special commission to study the vari 
ous system of rural credit which have 
been put into 
operation in Europe 
and this commission 
is already pro 
pared to report. 
Its report ought tr 
make it easier 
for us to determine 
what methods will be best suited to 
our own farmers. 
I hope and believe 
that the committee of the senaia and 
house will address themselves to this 
matter with the most fruitful results 
and I believe that the studies and re- 
cently formed 
plans of the 
depart- 
ment of asricu'ture may he made tr 
serve them very greatly in their work 
of framing appropriate and adequate 
legislation. Tt would be indiscreet ami 
presumptuous in anyone to dogmatize 
upon so great and many-sided a ques- 
tion, but I feel confident that common 
counsel will produce the results we 
must all desire.
